connection with their chief vocational pursuit in Southeastern Alaska, 


the fishing industry. Practically every boy and girl in the school 


is actively engaged in the production of salmon and salmon products 
during the summer season, and secures complete or partial economic 
independence by this means. As modern fishing industries are highly 
organized on & mass production basis, the requirements for various 
vocational skills, such as carpentry and woodworking, blacksmithing 
and machine shop, gas and diesel engine operation, are mainly 
contributory and seasonal. For the girls the Homemaking courses 
have a definite vocational objective. The boys, also, have some 
training in Homemaking during their school experience. 

The fields of vocational instruction are shown after each 
student's name by & course number, and letters indicate the specific 
vocational experiences during the year. Numbers in parentheses 
indicate the number of terms, if less than four.
